The following report made to the 
governor of Utah Territory in 1889 by 
the county surveyor of. 
County, sets out the condition of our 
irrigation Bys'ems, as they existed at 
that time in as brief and comprehen. 
sive à form as we are uble to find. 
‘Lhe report reads as follows: 


COUNTY SURVEYOR'S REPORT. 


On the Irrigation System of Wasatch 
County. 


Heber, Aug. 1, 1889. 
To His Excellency Gov. Artbur L. 

Thomas, Salt Lake City: 

Dear Slr:—BDy request of the county 
court of Wasatch County, 1 hereby 
submit a report of the irrigation sys- 
tem of Provo valley, and n few sug- 
gestions as to how it can be improved 
and enlarged, together with a map 
showing the irrigatiny canals, creeks, 
etc. and the arable land under irri- 
gation, and that may be ‘brought un- 
der irrigation by a proper system of 
canals and reservoirs. Provo valley 
proper comprises Heber, -Midway and 
Charleston. It extends up ‘and down 
the Provo river for a distance of about 


twelve miles, being about twelve-miles |. 


wide near the center of the valley and 
gradually narrowing to a point at each 
end, above and below. 

The Provo river meanders through 
the valley from north to south the gen- 
-eral course of which is about south 
'93 deg. west. The valley comprises 
about 23,000 acres of arable land, 


j 14,000 acres of which is now irrigated, 


or is in a condition to be irrigated. 
This year, on aecount of scarcity of 
water, there is not more than three: 
fifths enough water to sufficiently irri- 
gate that amount.

Entering the valley at tho sonthenst 
corner is Daniels’ creck; the water of 
; which is controlled by a corporation 
| and irrigntes about 600 acres of land. 
Flowing: down this creek 1s the water 
brought over from Strawberry valley. 
by & canal and empties into Daniels' 
canyon near its headquarters. This 
water is controlled by a corporation 
and irrigates about 500 acres. There 
is a chance to construct reservoirs in 
Daniels' canyon to retain the high 
water sufficient to irrigate about 1,000 
acres, with an outlay of about $6,000 
and a reservoir could bé ' constructed 
at the upper end of Strawberry val- 
ley, on tho Indian reserve, the water 
from which could be brought down 
Daniels’ canyon sufficient to irrigate 
1,000 acres, with an outlay of about 
$4,000, È 

Center Creek. 
North of Daniela’ creek. about two 


miles is Center creek, the water of | 


Wasatch Canal. 

The Wasatch Canal is about five 
miles long and was constructed at n 
cost of about $10,000. It irrizates, at 
the present time, about 2,500 acres, 
and can be extended to cover about 2,- 
000 acres more, above the Spring 
Creek canal which is now uncultivated 
owing to there being no water for it. 

Spring Creek Canal. 

This canal was constructed by a pri- 
vate corporation about one-half mile 
north of Heber townsite, ‘and is con- 
trolled by a corporation. + 

The Charleston Canals, 
| These two canals, one about three 
| miles long, and the other about two 
miles long, were constructed by a cor- 
„poration known as the Charleston Ir- 
jrigation company, at a cost of about 
$5,500, and will irrigate about 1,000 
acres,

About two miles north of Center 
Creek is Lake Creek, the water of 
which is controlled by a corporation, 
and irrigates about 600 acres. Anoth- 
er corporation has*constructed a reser- 
voir in Lake creek canyon, which at 
the present time will retain water suf 
ficient to irrigate about 200 acres, ai 
an outlay of $2,000. Mr. Witt, presi. 
: dent of the company, says: “This re- 
'gervoir with an outlay of about $3,000. 
more, can be made to irrigate about 
1,000 acres."

' North Field. 


There is a section of country north- 
vest of Heber known as the North 
eld, embracing about 3,000 acres of 
land under clutivation, lying along 
‘he east side of the Provo river. The 
right to the use of water from the 
river to this land is owned by indi- 
zhiunis. These are the oldest claims 
in the valley. 


Wailsburg. 


The waters of Wallsburg, or Round 
Valley, are controlled by three cor-

tion company, “Main Creek" Irriga- 
tion company, and the North Ditch Ir- 
rigation company, and onc association

springs. There are about 2,500 acres 
irrigated in this section of country, and 
about 2,000 acres of arable land, a 
greater portion of which is bench-land, 
that could be irrigated by proper man-

vo river. There are & number of lakes 
at the head of the river that are nat 
ural reservoirs, and can, with an out- 
lay of about $20,000, be made to retain 
sufficient of the high water to irrigate 
all of the arable land not under cul- 
tivation at the present time on the 
course of the stream. The people of 
Provo valley and Woodland have ex. 
pended about’ $1,200 In reservoiring 
these lakes this year.
